Monaſtery, whereof nothing at this day 1s extant, fave the eſt ead, or body 
of the Church, | 

A ſtructure of Goth:ſh-bauilding, rather large then neate, firm then fair. 
Very dark (the detign of thoſe dayes to raiſe devotion) fave that it was help- 
cd again with artificial lights ; and is obſerved by Arriſts to ſtand the moſt 
cxactly Eaſt and weſt of any in Ezglana, The great pillars thereot are wrea- 
thed with indentings, which vacuitics, if formerly filled up with Braſſe 
'(as ſome confidently report) added much to the beauty of the building.” 
Bur, it matters not ſo much their taking away tne Braſſe from the Pillars, 
had they bur left the Lead on the Root, wich is but meanly Tiled at this 
day. Ina word, the beſt commendation cf the Church is, that on Lords- 
dayes generally it is filled with a great and attentive Congregation. 
To the Seuth-{ide of the Church is 'oyned a Chrppe!, tormerly our Ladkes, 
'nowW a School-houſe, and under it an arched Charael-houſe, the faireſt that ever 


[Ifaw, Here, a pious fancy coule rake a feaſt to its elf on thoſe dry boxes, 
wich the meditation of mortality : where, it is aard, yea, impoſſible to dil- 


cern the Sculls of a rich, from a poor z wile, from a fimple ; noble, from 
a mean perion. Thus all counters are alike when put up together in the box, 
or bag ; though, in caſting of account, of tar different valuation. 

King Harsld Dedicated the Monaſtery to the honour of an Holy Croſs, 
found far Weſt-ward, and brought hither (as they write )- by miracle ; 
whence the Town hath the addition of- waltham-Holz-Cro(s ; but rhe Church 
we finde in after ages allo Dedicated to St Laurence, 
for a Dea, and cleven Secular Black Canons, Let none challenge the words of 
'impropriety, ſecing a Dean, in Latin, Decazas, hath his name trom Azz 
tex, over which number he is properly to be prepoſed, For, nothing more 
' common, then to wean words from their intant and original {cnſe, and by 
| cuſtome to extend them to a larger ſignification, as Deaz afterwards plainly 
 denored a ſuperiour over others, whether fewer then ten, as the fix PreBen- 
daries of Rocheſter ; or moe, as the three and thirty of Salizhury, The Dean 
and cleven Canons were plentifully provided for, each Canon having a 
Maxcr, and the Dear fix for his maintenance. 

For in the Charter of Confirmation made by King Edvard the Cofeſſor, 
beſides North-land in waltham (now called, as I take it, North-field) where- 
' with the Monaſtery was firſt endowed, theſe following Loraſhops, with all 
their appurtenances, are reckoned up.

neſs himſelf, Edith his Queen, Stzgand Archiepiſcopms Doroboraenſis, Count 
Harold, and many other Bijhops and Lords {ubicribing the fame Charter, 
Attcrward Harold uſurperh the Crows, but enjoyed ut not a full year, kill'd 
in Battle-fight, by King Wiliam the Conqueror, VW here ether of their iwords 
(if victorious) might have done the deed, though otherwiſe both their titles 
twiſted together, could not make half a good claim to the Crown. Gztha, 
Mother of Harold, and two religious men of this Abby, Oſeged and Azlric, 
with their prayers and tears, hardly prevailed with the Conquerour (at firſt 
denying him burial, whoſe ambition had cauſed the death of ſo many) to 
have Harole's Corps (with his two Brethren, G:rth and Leofwiz, loſing their 
lives in the ſame battle) to be entombed in waltham Church, of his foundation, 
He was buried, where now the Earl of Carl:le his leaden Fountain in his 


eth a C7oſ5-Floree (but much deſfcanted on with art) upon the ſame; rt- 
cd with P:Uarets, one Pedeſtal, whereof I have in my houſe. As for his re- 
ported Epitaph, I purpoſely omir it, not ſo much becauſe barbarous ({carce 
any better in that Age) bur becauſe not atteſted, to my apprehenſion, with 
ſufficient Authority, 

A Picture of King Harold in glaſs was lately to be ſeen in the North-win- 
dow of the Church, till ten years fince ſome barbarous hand bear ir down 
under the notion of Superſtitcoz, Surely had ſuch ignorant perſons been im- 
ployed in the dayes of Hezekz/ah, to purge the Temple from the former Ido- 


Braſs, However, there is ſtill a place called Harolds- Park m our Pariſh, by 
him ſo denominated. Let not therefore the v:Uage of Harold on the North ſide 
of Ouſe neer Bedford (properly Harewood, or Harelſwood, on vulgar ground- 
leſs tradition) conteſt with waltham tor this Kings interment. 


The Re-foundation of W aLTHaM-ABBY by 
'Henkvy the Second. 


Ne will cafily believe, that at the death of King Harold, waltham- 
Atty, Founded by him, was in a {woon, and the Canons therein 
much diſheartned. However, they had one help, which was this ; 
that, Edward the (onfeſſour was the confirmer of their Foundation, whoſe 
memory was not onely freſh and fair in all mens mindes (bearing a vene- 


| ration to his ſuppoſed ſanctity) but allo King :l:am the Conquerour, had 


the beſt of his bad titles by bequeſt of the Crown from this Confeflour, So 
that in ſome ſenſe waltham- Abby might humbly crave kindred of King wiltiam, 
both deriving their beſt being from one and the ſame perſon. 

Know Readcr,that what ever hereafter I alledg touching the Lands and Li- 
berties of waltham (if not otherwiſe atteſted by tome Author in the margin) 
is by me faithfully tranſcribed out of waltham Letdger-Book, now in the pol- 
ſeſhon of the Right Honourable, FA MES Earl of Carlile, This Book

King S:ephez, though he came a wrong way to the Crown, yet did all 
right to the Monaſtery of waltham (as who generally fought the good will of 
the Clergic to ſtrengthen himſelf ) and confirmed all tnewr Lands, profits, 
and priviiedges unto them. | 

| King Hewry the ſecond utterly diſſolved the foundation of Deaz and cleven 

Canons at waltham, The debauchednels of their lives is rendred in his Char- 
ecr as the occation thereof, (um in ea Canomer Clericig, minus religiose 
equaliter Vixiſſent, ita quod 1n'amia corterſationts allorum mulros [candaliſaſſet. 
Whether theſe were really, or onely reputed vitious,, God knows, ſecing 
all thoſe mult be guilty whom power 15 pleaſed to pronounce fo, Sure it is, 
King Hey outed this Dran and Canons; and placed an AZLot and Regular Au- 
zuſtzcans in their room, encreaſing their number to twenty tour. And be- 
cauſe (to ule the Kings own words), it was fit that Chriſt his Spouſe ſhould have 
a zew dowry, he not onely confirmed to this Monaſtery the promztrue patyimomy, 
mentioned in the Cofeſſors Charter, cum pecuis terre, weth.mary preces of land, 
and renements, which their Bexefa#ors ſince beſtowed upon them ; but alſo 
conferred the rich Manors of Sewardſtoe, and Eppings on this Monaſtery. 
The whole Charter of King Hezry is too long to tranſcribe, but tome paſ- 
tages thercin muſt not be omitted, Firit, the King had the conſent of Pope 
Alexazder, for the ſuppreſſion of theſe Canons ; the rather moved thereunto, 
guta predifiis Canonices ſufficienter proviſum fuit, becauſe the aforeſaid expelled 
Canons had ſufficient proviſion made for them. For, grant them never fo ſcanda- 
lous, this was to add ſcandal to ſcandal, to thruſt them out of houſe and home, 
withour any means or maintenance. Secondly, this Charter preſents us with 
the ancicnt liberties of waltham-Church, that, Semper fuit Regalis (Capella ex 
primitiva ſut fundatione, nulli Archiepsſcopo vel Epiſcopo, ſed tautium Eccleſia Ro- 
mane & Regie difpoſitiont (ubjetta, And , though fince Retormarion, the 
Church hath been ſubje&ted to the Arch-Biſhops juriſdiction (as ſucceeding 
to the Royal power) and ſometimes (with grumbling and relutancy) to the 
Epiſcopal power, yet it never as yet owned an Arch-Neacon, or appeared 
at his V*ſztation, of. 
The metioning of the conſent of Pope Alexandey ro the ſuppreſſion of 
waltham Dean and ((ar045, and ſubſtituting Auguſizazars in their room, min- 
deth me of a ſpacious place in this Town, at the entrance of the Ay, built 
about with houſes, called Roane-land, as (Peter-pence were termed Rome-ſcot) 
at this day. It is generally believed, that the rents thereof peculiarly be- 
longed to the Church of Rome, Thus the Pop&would not be ſo bad a carver, 
as to cut all away to others, and reſerve no corner*to himlelt. 
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| Iy houſe in the Pariſh, Whether ſo called contraedly, quaſs COningrHn's 
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King Richard the firſt (though generally not too loving to the Clergie) 
amply confirmed his Fathers Foundation, and gave Lands to Richard Fitz- 
Aucher in this Pariſh, to hold them in Fee, and hereditarily of the Church 
of waltham-Holy-Croſs, This Fitz-Aucher fixed himſelf at Copt-Hall, a ſtate-

Being a Rel:gz05 Prince, great were his defires, but with- 
all zeceſſitoms, {mall his deeds in endowing Churches, However, what he 
wanted in giving himſelf, he ſupplied in confirming the gitts of others, And 
finding it the cheapeſt way of benetaction, to give liberties then lands, he 
beſtowed on waltham a weekly Market and a Farre ({o called a ferrande, 
from peoples playing there) to laſt ſeven dayes; which now is divided into 
two, bur of ſhorter continuance, the one on the third day of May, the 1z- 
tention, the other on the fourteenth of September, the Exaltation of the 
Croſs. 
We now have a Market on Tueſday, but cannot boaſt of-much trading 
therein, Indeed there is plenty of Fleth, bur little Corn brought thither : 
and Bread is the ſtaff, as of a man, fo of a Market, Nor let us impute the 
thinneſs ot Chapmen in Summer to Hutbandmens having no leafure, as buſted 
in tillage, Hay, or harveſt : or in Winter to their haung 20 pleaſure to re- 
pair thither in ſo deep and dirty wayes, lecing the plain truth 1s, no «zder- 
wood can thrive neer the droppings of ſo great an Oke, the vicinity of Lozdoz.
